In that Action, the Examiner objected to the 
Abstract and Claim 2. Claims 1-5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§112, second paragraph. Claims 1 and 2 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §102 (b) as being anticipated by Walters. Claims 1 and 2 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (e) as being anticipated by 
Hallstrom. Applicant respectfully traverses the Examiner 1 s 
rejection of the above noted claims and offers the foregoing 
amendments and following remarks in support thereof. 

Claims 3-5 were indicated to contain allowable subject 
matter. 

Claims 1-5 have been amended. Claims 6-20 have been added. 
No new matter has been inserted. Claims 1-2 0 remain pending in 
the application. Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration 
of the Examiner ! s rejections. 

Applicant has amended the Abstract and claims to overcome 
the Examiner's objections and Section 112 rejections. 

Claims 1 and 2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as 
being anticipated by Walters. Walters fails to disclose that the 
personal flotation device is an inflatable collar. Accordingly, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Section 102(b) rejection 
be withdrawn. 

Claims 1 and 2 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102 (e) as 
being anticipated by Hallstrom. Hallstrom also fails to discuss 
that the personal flotation device is an inflatable collar. 
Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the Section 
102(e) rejection be withdrawn. 
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Applicant has completely responded to the Office Action dated 
September 9, 2002.

ABSTRACT 

[Disclosed is a] A multi -chambered [high] torque [PFD] 
personal flotation device for [powerful] corrective turning action 
of a weighted individual. The multi -chambered device is capable of 
being adjusted to provide a wide range of buoyancy as might be 
needed under differing degrees of ballistic, protection. An 
eccentric mobile buoyant system complements [the] a massive 
displacement required to float the armored victim by providing the 
energy required to reliably initiate corrective turning action, 
regardless of the gear worn, position of water entry, or state of 
consciousness of the wearer. In the event the conscious victim 
desires to shed the body armor, a series of quick release [means] 
members allow [s] the victim to shed their ballistics vest while 
retaining their life jacket.

1. (Amended) A garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device [,] or life jacket, [or the like,] comprising: 

a garment member; and 

a personal flotation device attached to the garment member; 
wherein said personal flotation device comprises an 
inflatable collar associated with the garment member. 

2. (Amended) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
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flotation device [,] or life jacket [, or the like] of claim [1]3^ 
wherein said garment member is body armor. 

3. (Amended) [The garment integrated multi- chambered 
personal flotation device, life jacket, or the like of claim 1] A 
garment integrated multi -chambered personal flotation device or 
life jacket, comprising: 

a garment member; and 

a personal flotation device attached to the garment member; 
wherein said personal flotation device comprises: 
a first bladder; 

a second bladder associated with said first bladder; 
a first mobile buoyant assembly associated with said first 
bladder; 

a second mobile buoyant assembly associated with said second 
bladder; and 

means for inflating said first bladder and said second 
bladder. 

4. (Amended) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device [,] or life jacket [, or the like] of claim 3 
wherein said first mobile buoyant assembly is in communication 
with said first bladder through a flexible tube. 

5. (Amended) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device [,] or life jacket [, or the like] of claim 3 
wherein said means for inflating comprises: 

a compressed gas cylinder; and 

a detonator in communication with said compressed gas 
cylinder.

--6. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 3 wherein said first 
mobile buoyant assembly including a third bladder and said second 
mobile buoyant assembly including a fourth bladder. 

7. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
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flotation device or life jacket of claim 6 further including at 
least one cover member for stowing said first bladder, said 
second bladder, said third bladder and said fourth bladder in 
their deflated states. 

8. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 6 wherein said means for 
inflating also inflating said third bladder and said fourth 
bladder. 

9. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 3 wherein said first 
bladder is attached to the garment member. 

10. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 3 wherein said first 
bladder is attached to the garment member and said second bladder 
is attached to the garment member. 

11. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 3 wherein said first 
bladder is attached to said second bladder. 

12. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 3 wherein said first 
bladder is removably attached to the garment member. 

13. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 1 wherein said 
inflatable collar comprises: 

a collar bladder; and 

means for inflating the collar bladder. 

14. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 13 wherein said means 
for inflating comprises: 

a compressed gas cylinder; and 

a detonator in communication with said compressed gas 
cylinder .

when inflating the collar a bottom surface portion of the second 
end rides along a top surface portion of the first end until the 
collar is properly positioned for a neck size of a user.

a third bladder associated with said first bladder; 
a fourth bladder associated with said second bladder; and 
means for inflating said first bladder, said second bladder, 
said third bladder and said fourth bladder. 

19. (New) The garment integrated multi -chambered personal 
flotation device or life jacket of claim 18 further comprising an 
inflatable collar associated with the garment member.
